Whenevei  any  established  i)ro 
fessioiial  right  is  menaced  the  local  fund  nia\  he  hacked  I)> 
the  central  fund  and  hy  the  fuiuls.  if  nece>sar\-,  of  every 
branch  throughout  the  lunpire.  The  fact  that  a  considerable 
sum  is  now  luld  in  reserve  for  this  object  has  greatly  helped 
towards  a  satisfactory  settlement  of  claims  without  actual 
recourse  to  the  law  courts,  but  when  the  need  arises  the  money 
is  there  ready.  I.ast  year  one  hundred  and  thirty  cases  wer.- 
dealt  with  b\   the  Defence  Fund. 

It  cainiot  be  too  strongly  emphasised  thai  while  the 
individual  journalist  apjjcars  to  manv  to  be  an  easv  object 
of  attack,  the  working  of  the  Defence  Fund  shows  that  in  the 
vast  majority  of  cases  the  interposition  of  the  Instit"!  brings 
about  an  immediate  change  of  attitude  on  the  \  .  of  those 
with  whom  it  ma\'  have  to  deal.
